An application for an order fixing the 
amount of security for costs was made on 
behalf of Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., the de-

Joseph P. Somers, 44 Parnell road, Harold's 
Cross, Dublin, sued Josenh G. Erskine, 16 
St. Stephen’s Green; W. J. Good, Drynan, 
Bushy Park Gardens, Rathgar; W. J. Ban- 
nister. 24 South Frederick street, and 
Valentine E. Kirwan, 3 Suffolk street, Dublin, 
for £261, rent due under a suo-lease of the 
14th February, 1930. 

The defendants denied that they were in- 
debted to the plaintiff for the amount claimed, 
and pleaded that they had, at the request of 
the plaintiff, paid rent due by the plaintiff 
to the Greenmount and Boyne Linen Co. in 
respect of the premises he'd under the sub- 
lease at the rate of £75 a year to the Ist 
May, 1952, and at the rate of £85 a year 
thereafter. They also pleaded that the pre- 
mises had been gein to them as trustees 
for the Harold s Cross Pubhc Utility Society, 
and tha. before the action was brought the 
defendants had claimed that the plaintiff 
was indebted to the Society in the sum of 
£1,197, being the balance due on an account 
stated in June, 1934. The defendants claimed 
to set off this amount against any amount 
found due to the plaintiff, and also £16 costs 
in an action, which he had been ordered to 
pay, but had failed to pav. The defendants 
further said that the plaimtiff was indebted 
under a mortgage to J. G. Erskine in £543 
and £179 fu interest, and they also claimed 
a set-off in regard te this amount. 

Mr. Art O'Connor. who, with Mr. A. E. 
Wood, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Lehane 
and Hogan), appeared for the plaintiff, said 
that the plaintiff was the lessor and the four 
defendants the lessees, who covenanted to 
build twenty-five houses on certain premises 
in the Harold’s Cross area described in the 
sub-lease.

APPEAL AGAINST DISTRICT

Miss Joan McCarthy, of Ballinabarna, 
Innistioge, County Kilkenny, appealed from 
a dismiss by the District Court Judge of her 
claim for £25 from Miss Mary Walsh, 85 
Middle Abbey street, Dublin, in respect of 
the sale by Miss McCarthy of a dressmaking 
busines sat 85 Middle Abbey street. 

Miss McCarthy's case was that, in answer 
to an advertisement in November, 1934, she 
got in contact with a Mrs. Mulranny, who 
carried on the dressmaking business, and 
that she paid her £50 to be taken in as a 
partner. Soon afterwards Mrs. Mulranny 
went to London, and left the business to be 
run by her (appellant). She was left in 
control, and the £50 was soon gone. In the 
following February she advertised for a 
partner, and Miss Walsh came in and was 
paid a weekly wage of 35s. as a dressmaker. 
Finally she agreed to sell the business to Miss 
Walsh for £35, of which £20 was paid down, 
and the £15 to be subsequently paid at the 
rate of 108. a week. ol the total she re- 
ceived onlv £10. She handed over the fur- 
niture and two sewing machines to Miss 
Walsh. the value of which she set at £28. 

Miss Walsh said that when she took over 
the business from Miss McCarthy she said 
that she would pay her if it was a success. 
It was not a success. 

The Judge affirmed the dismiss, the parties 
each to pay their own costs.

Mr. F. Cawley, Assistant Legal Adviser, 
Department of Industry and Commerce, stated 
that the Minister held an inquiry in 1964 
under Section 10 of the Employment Insur- 
ance Act, when it was decided that the em- 
ployment of Kavanagh was such as to make 
him an employed person within the meaning 
of the Act. At that inquiry the dates of 
Kavanagh s employment were given as from 
December 14th, 1929, to December 24th, 1930. 

Themas Kavanagh gave evidence as to the 
periods he was. employed by Mr. Graham, 
and Mr. J. F. Cox (inspector) testified as to 
the sum due. 

Mr. Graham, who conducted his own case, 
said that the dates given as to Kavanagh’s 
employment were not correct. He claimed 


that the amount claimed was statute barred. 
The Judge dismissed the appeal, and 
affirmed the order of the District Justice.

Pensions Bill, 1935, 

Mr. KEYES (Lab., Limerick) moved an 
amendment to secure that the Chairman of 
the Committee of the Unified Society should 
be a member of the Committee itself, and 
not a nominee of the Minister. He said 
that during the twenty-three or twenty-four 
years that the National Insurance Societies 
had been in operation they could not be 
accused of lack of administrative capacity or 
mal-administration, and there could be little 
reason why control should be taken away. 
The Minister's suggestion was a bad one. 
The Chairman should be appointed by the 
Committee itself. Otherwise the Chairman 
would be nothing but the representative of 
the Minister. There was a feeling abroad 
that the function of the Unified Society was 
to make savings even at the expense of the 
people entitled to benefits. 

Mr. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that 
the Minister was now asking for power not 
only to appoint the Chairman, but to remove 
the Chairman, without giving any reason to 
the House for this fundamental change of 
Ea compared with his proposals in the 
sill of eighteen months ago. In that Bill 
the Committee was given power to elect the 
Chairman, but the Committee had not func- 
tioned, and without any experience on the 
matter the Minister now proposed to make 
this change. 


Mr. G. BENNETT (U.1., Limerick) moved | 


an emendment that the chairman of the 
Society should be a trustee, and that the 
members of the Board of Trustees should 
be also members of the committee. 

In reply, the MINISTER said that there 
was no radical or fundamental change con- 
templated in the proposal in the bill. The 
suggestion that the chairman should be a 
trustee would, he believed, create difficulties, 
and he thought the proposed arrangement 
would be best. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.L, Cork City) said 
that if the chairman was a trustee it would 
add to his stability. 

Dr. ROWLETTE (Ind., Dublin Univ.) said 
that Deputy Keyes seemed to suggest that 
control by the Government was a most dan. 
gerous sort of control, and hé felt surprised 
every time he heard the members of the 
Labour Party objecting to nationalisation, 
for in the past gentlemen who occupied high 
position in the Labour Party had been strong 
supporters of nationalisation,

Mr, W. DAVIN (Lab.) said he did not see 
that a civil servant as such had any special 
qualifications to dominate the working of the 
National Health Insurance Act. The members 
of the Management Committee should have 
administrative experience, and had the Lenefit 
of previous bapwibdae of the working of the 
system. 

Mr. O’KELLY, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, said there was no 
suggestion that the Minister was, or was not, 
to ee civil servants on the committee. 
A Minister seeking suitable persons would 
naturally try to get people with. experience. 
The majority of the members would be de- 
mocratically elected and controlled, and if 
there was any trouble it would soon be 
brought to the notice of the House. He did 
not think any chairman’ to be appointed 
would be a person who would not act fairly 
and squarely between the interests concerned. 
He thought the chairman should be appointed 
annually. 

The amendment was withdrawn, the 
Minister undertaking to consider the appoint- 
ment of a trustee as chairman. 


A MEDICAL MEMBER 
Mr. G. BENNETY (U.L, Limerick) pro- 


posed an amendment «<n behalf of Mr. Mor- 
rissey, seeking to ensure that provision would 
be made for the appointment of a medical 
practitioner as a member of the Management 
.ommittee. In order to create a vacancy it 
was proposed that of the three trustees one 
wnat be the chairman of the- Unified 
Society. 

Dr. ROWLETTE (lnd., Trinity College), 
supporting the amendment, said it was worth 
consideration, if only it recalled’ that 
National Health Insurance was not merely a 
system of bene/its, b t was meant to do some- 
thing to improve the health of its members. 
It should do more than supply them with the 
bare necessaries of life. 

He recalled that for twenty years control 
lay in a Commission, one of the members of 
which was a medical practitioner, with a staff 
of medical inspectors. The association of the 
medical profession with the insurance system 
had disappeared altogether, and it was neces 
sary that such an anomaly should not be 
allowed to continue, 

Mr. W. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-OSaly) said 
that he thought the amendment should be ac- 
cepted. The employers’ representatives 
should be reduced from three to two, so as to 
make room for the medical member of the 
Committee of Management. 

The MINISTER said that there appeared 
to be no special merit in putting in a medical 
representative instead of, for example, a legal 
one. He said that he hoped that when the 
ne committee got together it would be able 
to approach a real scheme based on preseuving 
the heal’h of the people, and that it would 
not be merely an organisation for providing 
small sums of money to help people over 
periods of unemployment and illness. 

After further discussion, the MINISTER 
askec. if.it would §guit the House if the Com 
mittee of Management was increased in num 
ber to 16, so as to leave room for the inclusion 
of a medical practitioner. 

Dr. ROWLETTE and Mr. DILLON agreed 
with this suggestion; but Mr. NORTON said 
that it would deny the insured person control 
of the society, and would mean, in fact, that 
they would be in a definite minority.

four Chambers of Commerce in Dublin; the 
Federation of Saorstat Industries; or other 
mutual admiration societies which claimed 
to represent the industrialists’?

HE patent agency business knows no 
7 nationality. That, in effect, was stated by 

Mr. A. B. Tomkins, 56 Merrion square, 
patent agent, Dublin, when giving evidence 
before the Patents Commission at 45 Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, Profes 
sor T. J. Nolan. presiding. 

In his evidence Mr. Tomkins said that 
he had passed the qualifying examination for 
patents agents in London, but since then he 
hal been exclusively resident in this country. 
He had a small branch in England. It had 
been stated before the Commission that 
patent agents in England handed over work 
to taeir colleagues in this country, but his 
experience was that as long as the work was 
in the hands of experienced and efficient 
people, who conformed to _ international 
standards, as it was an international business, 
agents did not care ‘“‘two lots” about 
nationality. 

Mr. Tomkins said that, besides sinking 
very considerable capital in his business here, 
he had spent £200 in having pub- 
lished and printed a work dealing 
with Trish patent practice, which was 
the standard work on the subject 
He suggested that there should be established 
an Indnstrial Property Tribanal, consisting 
of a judge of the High Court, to which all 
patent design and trade mark matters could 
be referred, there being a rightiag appeal Sec 
the Tribunal to the Supreme Court; patent 
agents to have the right of audience and of 
instructing counsel. 

The Commiasion adjourned to next Friday.

A THRIVING COMMUNITY

FROM A CORRRESPONDENT. 


HE “Red Indian” population of 
Canada, which is destined to live for 


all time in the imagination of school- 
boys, will also remain as an increasing com- 
munity in the Dominion, 

lts numbers are increasing. It is also 
playing its own part in the industrial life 
of the country, and the tomahawk has been 
turned into the trowel; who knows but that 
before long it may not be turned into the 
turbine? 

For many years now the Canadian Govern. 
ment has been devoting close attention to 
the health of the Indians on the reserves set 
aside for them in various parts of the 
Dominion, and the annual report, which has 
just been published by the Hon. T. A. 
Crerar, Minister of the Interior and Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs. makes it 
clear that those efforts are being unstintedly 
maintained, and are meeting with increasing 
succesa, 

[n 1994 the Indian ponulation was 104,894: 
in 1934’ it had risen to 112,510. There were 
during last year no epidemics of any 
importance among the Indians, although, in 
common with their “white brothers. they 
were subject to attacks of measles and 
whooping cough. 


ATTENTION TO CHILDREN 


Progress in the eradication of diseases to 
which the Indians appear most susceptible 
is making its greatest strides through the 
attention given the children m the s }ools. 
A large number of the residential schools 
have been surveyed and resurveyed, so 
that all upils are examined, iany 
of them by cha. They are then grouped 
according to the condition of health and 
necessary treatment provided. The schoo! 
principal and his local medical adviser have 
the benefit of the advice of a competent 
specialist, and the results have been de- 
cidedly good. 

During the past year the medical service 
to the Indians on reserves was extended by 
the apie intment of a medical superintendent, 
who also acts as Indian Agent, at Fort 
Gooa Hope in the Lower Mackenzie River 
Valley. Forme.ly there was no medical 
officer between Fort Simpson, at the junc- 
tion of the Liard and Mackenzie rivers, and 
Aklavik, in the delta of the Mackenzie, a 
distance of some 700 miles. 


THE BENEFITS 


A small hospital was erected at the Stony 
Indian Agency at Morley, Alberta, where 
a full-time medical superintendency was 
established for the benefit of the band of 
Assiniboines who occupy a large reserve at 
the foot of the mountains between Calgary 
and Banff. 

The benefits which may be credited to 
the placing of qualified assistance among 
these Indians are indicated by a comparison 
of records of infant mortality in the Morley 
reserve in 1926-27, prior to the stationing of 
a nurse at the with subsequent 
vears. Almost everv one of th habies died 
In 1927 the 
took and since that time 
nearly all of the babies have survived. 

Some idea of the extent of the service 
rendered the Indians of the Dominion by 
the Medical Service of the Department of 
Indian Affairs may be gained from the fol- 
lowing extract from che report: ‘‘It (the 
Dominion) employs, either regularly or fairly 
frequently, some 500 doctors and dentists 
at whole time or part-time work, has seve- 
ral hospitals of its own, a small field nurs- 
ing setvice, and maintains sick Indians con- 
stantly in about 200 different public hospi- 
tals. It supplies drugs widely, both by 
central purchase and local prescription. It 
engages, in fact, in every activity affecting 
the individual and community health of 
about 112,500 people living in some 800 
separate communities.”’

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BEET-GROWERS’ RIGHTS

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Str,—I beg, through the medium of your 
widely-read paper, to call the attention of the 
beet growers in “the Carlow factory area {I 
know nothing of conditions in the other 
areas) to the fact that the amount of sugar 
pulp supphed to them is, in many cases 
which have come under my personal notice, 
short, by different amounts, of what is by 
contract due to them, viz., 1} cwts. for every 
ton of clean beet. The growers should in 
their own interests examine carefully @he 
final statements sent out by the factories and 
demand their rights either in sugar pulp, if 
they use it for feeding themselves, or in 
money if they sell it through the Association. 
lt appears that the amount of sugar pulp to 
be sent to the growers was calculated by the 
loading agents’ guess, as to how many tons 
the beet would produce by looking at it in 
the field! When the final statements of 
accounts were sent out no intimation was 
given by the factory authorities that the 
sugar pulp outstanding would be forwarded, 
or explanation why it ‘oa been withheld. 

I suggest that the beet growers, in their 
own interests, should reorganise their Asso 
ciation on a parish and county basis as soon 
as possible.

OBITUARY 
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MR. K. HAMILTON HALLOWES 


The death is announced of Mr. 
Hamilton Hallowes, solicitor, of 35 Herbert 
avenue, Merrion, Dublin, who had attained 
the great age of 91 years.

SIR CHARLES CLIFFORD 

Colonel Sir Charles Clifford, K.B.E.. 
C.M.G.. Chairman of directors of the 

field Telegraph and allied publications, 
died on Thursday after a short illness. He was 
aged 75. Sir Charles was the fourth son of 
the late Mr. Frederick Clifford, Q.C., one of 
the original partners in the firm of Sir W. 
T. Leng and Co. He joined the staff of the 
Sheffield Telegraph in 1878, and wae actively 
associated with it up to the time of his 
death. In 1905 he was President of the News- 
paper Society of Great Britain, and in 1908 
was Chairman of the Press Association, a 
position which -his father held many yerrs 
before him. Sir Charles had a long and dis 
tinguished association with the Sheffield 
Territorial Artillery. 

During the Great War he took out to 
France the 3rd West Riding Brigade of the 
Royal Field Artillery.

Sir Charles was a 
leading Conservative, and, until a few years 
ago, was Chairman of the Sheffield Conserva- 
tive Federation. He was knighted in 1925.

Ancient Ireland 


England is generally regarded to-day as 
the world’s most securely established 
monarchy. It is interesting to remember 
that it is only in comparatively recent 
times European dynasties definitely 
accepted the English monarchs as brother 
kings. At Constance, famous for the 
Council of Constance in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, there was convoked a Council of the 
Nations in the middle of the ¢hirteenth. 
Henry III. of England presented himself 
at the Council as King and representative 
of that nation. After solemn consultation, 
the seniors of the assembly brought him 
word that it was the considered opinion 
of the monarchs of Europe that England 
was too young to be called a nation. Then 
Henry bethought himself of another 
expedient. ‘‘ My lords,’’ said he, “ not 
merely am I King of England; I am 
Lord of Ireland, too.’’ That to the kings 
of Europe was a different matter, and 
Henry was admitted to their brotherhood 
in his capacity of Lord of Ireland. 

One might here recal] a modern instance 
of Europe’s recognition of the antiquity 
of Irish civilisation and organisation. 
The Marquis MacSwiney was placed first 
on the Culture Committee of the League 
of Nations as representative of Gaelic 
culture. 


MACiss Prunella Stack 


It is not commonly known that Miss 
Prunella Stack. the idol and ideal of 
ninety-three” thousand young women 
throughout the world. is Irish. She is 
the leader of the Women’s League of 
Health and Beauty, founded by her 
mother, Mrs. Bagot Stack, six years ago. 
Holiday-making in Dublin this week, 
Miss Stack ‘told me, “ I’m really Trish. 
you know. My mother was born and bred 
in Ireland.’’ In spite of an iniured ankle. 
sustained in an Austrian ski-ing acci- 
dent, she danced at a Dublin ball and 
told me of her plans to hunt with the 
Fingal Harriers: Her interest in horses 
is so keen that it is possible she may pro- 
long her stay in Ireland to follow up this 
sport further. Miss Stack’s admiration 
for the prettiness of Dublin girls is un- 
stinted and sincere. She told me how, at 
the last International Rally in London. 
they held the central position in the dis- 
play, and that they were universally 
acclaimed as the prettiest of all. She 
also thinks highly of the looks and 
manners of our men-folk. ‘‘ Every Irish- 
man,” .she said, no matter what his 
class, seems essentially an aristocrat.’’ 
Moderation is for her the entire secret of 
health and heauty. She has no long list 
of harsh “ don'ts.’’ When I asked her 
for a beauty recipe to pass on to all my 
readers. she said: “ I don’t condemn late 
hours, for instance, but, like smoking, 
eating and drinking, it can be carried to 
extremes.” 


Chewing Cobacco 


A tobacconist tells me that very few 
Irishmen chew tobacco nowadays. In pre- 
war years the habit was comparatively 
common, and I remember when I was a 
youngster seeing two depraved boys 
flogged by the teacher because he caught 
them with quids of tobacco in their 
mouths. 

I understand that men in _ factories, 
workshops and offices where smoking is 
strictly prohibited sometimes allay the 
craving for nicotine by chewing a few 
strands of tobacco. Last year I was 
amused when an agricultural labourer 
told me that he had to “ chaw twist” 
because he gave up smoking for Lent!

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Paying for the Riots

| Ber Northern Government’s estimates 

for the coming year show a decrease 
of over £325,000. The total expenditure 
on all services is estimated at £9.368,589, 
and, while this is a formidable sum for a 
province with a population of one and a 
quarter millions, it must be remembered 
that the greater portion of the money Is 
expended-on what is known as social ser- 
vices, and directly and indirectly comes 
buck to the people. Unemployment will 
absorb £2,314,500, employment services 
£66,700, old age pensions £1,401,500, 
widows’ and orphans’ and old age con- 
tributory pensions £415,000, and educa- 
tion and educational services cost Over 
£2,000,000. These items alone account for 
almost £6,200,000. Then there are grants 
to local authorities, principally for de- 
rating, amounting to a further £1,4235,000. 
while the Constabulary estimates, in- 
cluding £50,000 for the Specials, amount 
to £742,000. This leaves about three- 
quarters of a million sterling to carry on 
the work of all the other departments of 
the Government. 

When ill-considered criticism of extrava- 
gance at Stormont is expressed it s 
essential to examine these figures. The 
cost of the administration is about 4.9 of 
the expenditure,. which can hardly be 
regarded as excessive, while the salaries of 
members of the Northern Government, 
some of which are admittedly high, come 
to only one-fifth of 1 per cent. The drop 
of over £325,000 in the estimates for next 
year, however, cannot be regarded as the 
net figure, as it is possible that a supple- 
mentary estimate may be required for the 
current year in regard to unemployment 
relief, which may reduce considerably this 
estimated saving: Part of the saving also 
arises from a reduction in derating grants 
which merely means that the Govern. 
ment pays less, at the expense of local 
authorities and the ratepayers. 


Belfast's Rates 


The Belfast ratepayers do not know what 
their rates will be for the coming financial 
year. The rates usually are levied before 
the Ist of March, but this year twv 
factors have contributed to the delay. One 
is the new valuations, and the other, and 
the chief reason, the Corporation’s app»! 
to the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council against the Government’s educa 
tion levy. Until the Corporation know 
whether they will have to pay this levy 
the Chairman of the Finance Committe» 
cannot Budget for the expenditure. With 
the approval of the Northern Home Office, 
therefore, the striking of the rates for the 
coming year have have been deferred until 
the result of this important appeal is 
known. The hearing of the appeal opened 
in London this week, and the result is 
awaited with anxiety in Belfast, both by 
the Government officials and the rate 
pavers. 

There is growing up, unfortunately, a 
feeling of hostility between the Govern- 
ment and the Corporation, and this, quite 
properly, has been deplore. by some mem- 
bers of the Corporation and by others. It 
ought to be possible for two important 
bodies representing the citizens of Belfast 
and the community as a whole to have 
genuine differences of opinion upon im- 
portant matters of policy without bicker- 
ing on one hand or servility on the other. 


The Root Cause : 


The root cause of the trouble is the 
practice under the Government of Ireland 
Act of paying over to Northern Ireland 
what is described as the ‘‘residuary 
share of reserved taxes.” Eighty-nine per 
cent. of Northern Ireland's total taxation 
is levied at Westminster, without any 
regard to the possible yield of this taxa- 
tion in Northern Ireland; and, if the 
yield is not sufficient, the North has to 
adopt expedients to make góod the deficit. 
Now, if the North had, like the Free 
State, complete control of its own taxation. 
it would be sure that the yield of the 
taxation levied should be sufficient to meet 
its expenditure. But the North has not 
Dominion status. It does not desire it, 
and the British Government declined to 
give it such a status, It wishes to remain 
part of the United Kinedom, with a 
common fiscal and financial system. In 
such a union, however, the allocation of 
Northern reserved revenue should be on a 


population, and not an actual yield, 
basis, 


| 


The revenue at présent is largely levied 
“as a whole,’ but Northern Ireland is 
asked to live on its product ‘‘ separately.’’ 
Unfortunately, that cannot be done at 
present, although during the whole period 
of its existence Northern Ireland's revenue 
has shown a net surplus of over 
£12,000,000. Many people are inclined 
to regard this population allocation 
method as unfair to Great Britain. 
without considering how unfair the 
present method is to Northern Ireland. 
As a matter of fact, it would not be 
unfair to Britain, and, if it had been 
in operation since the beginning of the 
Northern Parliament, the United Kingdo n 
Exchequer would have received the surplus 
revenue of Northern Ireland, just as it 
does under the existing system. 


Trade Outlook 


Viscount Craigavon, addressing the 
Unionist Labour Association recently, 
stated that the trade outlook for Northern 
Ireland for the next five or six years was 
‘‘rosy."” There certainly has been an 
improvement in the shipbuilding and the 
linen industries, the two mainstays of 
Belfast’s industrial life, while the profits 
of agriculture are on the up-grade. 
Northern lreland’s smaller industries also 
are improving, if one may judge by the 
increased dividend paid by a tobacco firm 
and other indications. It must not be 
forgotten, however. that Northern Ireland 
still has twenty-five per cent. of its in- 
sured population unemployed, compared 
with a general average of 15 per cent. in 
Great Britain. With the exception of the 
distressed areas in Britain, Northern 
Ireland has the highest rate of unemploy- 
ment of any area in the United Kingdom. 
It is by reason of this fact that a sum of 
£722,000 is being paid this year by Great 
Britain under the re-insurance agreement 
to the Northern Ireland Unemployment 
Fund. 

This large excess of unemployment in 
Northern Ireland, it is hoped, will not be 
overlooked when the orders for ships and 
aeroplanes under the new defence plan 
are being placed. Some _ cross-Channel 
newspapers are suggesting that the 
British distressed areas will receive first 
consideration. As far as possible this 
should be done. but it should also be 
remembered that Northern Ireland has 
peculiar claims on assistance in the shape 
of orders for new cruisegs. The British 
Government wil) have the satisfaction of 
knowing that the more work provided in 
Northern Ireland to absorb the excess 
unemployed will have the effect of reducing 
the demand upon the Imperial Exchequer 
for so large a contribution to the 
Northern Ireland Unemployment Fund. 
If Northern Ireland's trade improves to 
the extent that its Imperial contribution 
increases, then will be the time to get an 
equitable adjustment with Britain upon 
the reserved revenue, without involving 
either Great Britain or Northern Ireland 
in any loss. 


Paying for the Riots 


The Northern Government has refused 
to pay the bill for the malicious injuries 
arising out of the disturbances in Belfast 
in July last. Therefore, the total cost, 
amounting to nearly £34,000, will have 
to be met by the ratepayers of the city. 
This is almost equivalent to a rate of 5d. 
in the £ on the old valuation. Rates, as 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
pointed out at the Corporation meeting 
this week, have to be paid by the poorest 
as well as the richest in the community, 
and in that respect they are different from 
ordinary taxation, which is levied only 
on those in a position to pay. Therefore, 
the unemployed man who has to pay a 
large portion of his dole in rent will have 
to pay also any increase in rates arising 
out of the riots. It is not a very pleasant 
prospect for persons who in no way were 
concerned in the disturbances, and whose 


means -are smal] enough already. 

Those who are in a better position to 
pay naturally resent having to foot the 
bill. Unfortunately, however, they have 
no remedy. Legally, the Corporation are 
liable, although they have neither control 
of the police force nor responsibility for 
the maintenance of law and order. It is, 
however, a case where the Government. 
which does control the police force, and 
on this occasion made a very ineffective 
use of its resources, should come to the 
assistance of the ratepayers.

Wy wandering vaguely round a | 


Dublin bookshop the other day I 
sudden)y lighted on a copy of “ Struw- 
welpeter,” and it was like coming face 
to face with an old friend in a strange 

yantry. “‘Struwwelpeter,’’ with ‘‘ Jolly 
Jumbo’s Tales ” (1 wonder if Jolly Jumbo 
s still in existence), was one of my 
earliest excursions into literature, but | 
had almost forgotten it. Yet as I turned 
is pages again, with their “ improving ”’ 
verses and their rather macabre illustra- 
tions, 1 began to feel again some of the 
riginal glamour that it had inspired, and 
I walked away half sorry that I had not 
had the moral courage to buy the copy 
and take it home with me. 

a 

My _ affection for “ Struwwelpeter ” 
seems rather amusing in the light of our 
second meeting; for I can see now that 
the book, so far as I was concerned, missed 
ts mark by the widest possible margin. 
Considered on purely theoretical lines, it 
is the most cruel and terrifying book that 
could be placed in any child’s hands—the 
product of that gloomy moral code which 
held that the best way to bring up a child 
was to threaten him with fearful punish- 
ment if he did wrong. ‘‘ Struwwelpeter,” 
while it masqueraded as entertainment, is 
really a whole-hearted attempt to insti] 
correct standards of behaviour by showing 
the horrible fate which overtakes all 
children who depart even slightly from 
them. Its introduction denounces all 
children who, like Struwwelpeter himself, 
neglect to wash their hands, cut their 
nails or comb their hair, and it states 
that— 

“Such as these shall never look 

In this pretty picture-book.’’ 

Actually, it was for such children that the 
“pretty picture-book ” was intended.

is that it does not terrify a 
child into the paths of virtue—at least. 
it had no such effect on me. What were 
meant as savage warnings became only 
episodes in a delightful and slightly blood- 
curdling fantasy, and it never occurred 
to me that they bore any personal applica- 
tion. There was, for instance, the story 
of a little girl who was rash enough to 
play with matches (the illustration showed 
her in full process of combustion). 
but, so far as I can remember, it never 
hindered my experiments with match- 
boxes whenever I got the chance to pursue 
them. Little Willy WHead-in-Air (who 
perished miserably in a pond ful] of fish 
because he did not look where he was 
going), and Fidgety Phil (who, I think, 
was scalded to death by hot soup when 
he overturned the dinner-table) failed 
aiso as moral examples. So, too, did the 
story about the little boy who sucked his 


thumbs so persistently than in the end a! 


large and unpleasant stranger arrived at 
the house with a pair of shears and cut 
them off. Even the gruesome sight of 
little Joey at the bottom of the page. 
thumbless and bleeding profusely, filled 
me with nothing more than a pleasant 
wonder that such exciting things could 
happen in the world.

Tall Agrippa, of course, came into a 
slichtly different category. Agrippa (he 
well deserved his title, for he was at least 
sixty feet high) observed that certain 
little boys were making mock of a Blacka- 
moor. Accordingly, he plunged them all 
into his inkpot, whence they emerged far 
darker than the object of their scorn 
ever had been. Very few opportunities 
occurred at home to make atthe of Blacka- 
moors, so it was only natural that I 
should have looked on this incident merely 
as another example of the strangeness of 
life in certain families. What I cannot 
understand is the manner in which the 
other warnings failed in their effect: for 
they were eminently practical, and most 
of the crimes to which they referred were 
committed by me, on an average. twice or 
three times in every week. ‘“‘ Struwwel- 
peter ” bears all the marks of having been 
written in 1870 or thereabouts, and its 
amazing vitality, by an ironic turn of fate, 
has been due to the fact that children 
have not been in the least impressed by its 
teachings, but have taken it delightedly to 
their hearts as the best “thriller ” ever 
published for them.

This reflection leads in turn to another. 
How much of the “ improving ”’ literature 
of Victoria's reign missed its mark in the 
game way! Did the children treat it as 
they have treated “ Struwwelpeter ”’: 
licking the sugar off the moral pill which 
had been so carefully prepared for them, 
and then omitting to swallow the pill?

ARTHA WILMOT, daughter of an 
English Captain in Ireland and his 

wife, whose father was Rector of 
Innishannon, was a clever woman. With 


her husband, Rev. William Bradford, of | 


Storrington, sometime chaplain to the 
British Embassy, she lived in Vienna a 
hundred odd years ago, and there Lady 
Londonderry came on her papers. A former 
volume gave Martha Wilmot’s account of 
St. Petersburg; the present volume deals 
with old Vienna, but is prefaced by a well- 
written account of the diarist’s life by 
Lady Londonderry, in which we read of a 
tour of the South-West of Ireland in 1809. 

Muckross Abbey was an occasion of 
disgust at the upthrown rotten coffins and 
human bones. ‘‘ We saw one skull com- 
pleatly cover’d with dark hair fill’d with 


worms within instead of brains,”’ wrote | 


Martha. At Ronayne’s Island the boat- 
men roasted fresh-caught fish on twigs of 
holly, stuck into the turf and placed round 
the turf fire. That Glengariff ‘‘ should be 
unknown and uncelebrated "’ seemed a 
miracle. At Cashel boys were playing 
football and hurting the walls. = = 

Martha stayed in Ely place, in Dublin. 
and met Miss Sidney Owenson, ‘‘ the Novel 
Scribbler, full of airs and attitudes ’’— 
she thought Miss Owenson’s “ appearance 


more disgusting, if possible, than her 
writings.’ 


Mixed Company 


Martha left Ireland in 1810, and did 
not return until she was a widow, fifty 
years later. She travelled in Spain with 
her husband, and was surprised by the 
languor of that race, which could fight 
so fiercely against Napoleon’s forces. From 
hills near Corunna the parson and his 
bride saw the victory in which Sir John 
Moore lost his life. 

In 1820 we find Mrs. Bradford enjoying 
the brilliant cosmopolitan society, in which 
a Bourbon, a Pope’s Nuncio, a Chinese 
Consul, and Lord Fingall’s son, Lord 
Killeen, met. There, too, Lord Charles 
Murray, son to the Duke of Atholl, 
appeared— . 

—and with him an old Scotch School 
Master whom he picked up somewhere 
on his way, and who having for about 
fifty years of his life whipped Greek into 
little boys, 1s now hrs with a mania 
of travelling alone at 75 to visit the land 
of Hector and Agamemnon; he appears 
to have just dropped out of one of Sir 
Walter Scott’s novels— 
the last a nice touch, seeing that Scott 
was still writing. Seott is mentioned more 
than once. Mrs. Bradford was a diligent 
reader of him. 

Mrs. Bradford liked Baden for “ a dry 
healthy air, to lighten that weight of 
atmosphere which England and Ireland 
are so famous for,” but Vienna was bad 
for delicate chests. 


‘Plumb Pudding "' 


Society might be brilliant and the air 
wholesome ; yet the Bradfords sighed for 
home. When Austrians visited them Mrs. 
Bradford gave them “ an English roast 
beef, mashed potatoes and plumb puddin 
(the three things I have uniformly foun 
make the deepest impression on strangers 
who visit England),”’ and were delighted 
that the Grand Master of the Kitchen to 
the Emperor approved the fare and asked 
for a second helping of the ‘‘ plumb 
pudding.” 

Such homely touches make these 
we ring true Mrs. Bradford's 

usband died in 1857. She went to her 
elder daughter Catherine, who had married 
the Right Hon. William Brooke, Master in 
the Irish Court of Chancerv, and Tived her 
remaining years at Taney Hill House, near 
Dublin, until she died in 1873, aged 98.

Genghis Khan, By Raiph Fox.

BIOGRAPHICAL study of a great 

conqueror of the Middle Ages is not 
the kind of work to be expec from a 
Communist like Mr. Ralph Fox. Mr. Fox 
is a versatile writer, and has many 
interests, but the imaginative biography 
so much in vogue nowadays is not among 
them; and, contrary toe its outward 
appearance, this volume is not of that 
genre. 

It is, in fact, a very able study of

The Tartar Invasions 


One of the most perplexing problems of 
history has been to account for the move- 
ment of the great Tartar and Mongol 
hordes out of Central Asia. To the peoples 
and countries they overran they were 
veritable scourges, and the very names 
of Attila and Genghis» are still 
synonyms of terror. Mr. Fox's in- 
vestigations have made him .-reject 
the explanations which other writers 
have offered. It was no punishment of 


a wrathful God upon sinning Christians 
that moved them, nor any new need of 
grazing lands, nor the dessication of their 
homeland, nor urge of hunger or birth of 
national consciousness. 

Mr. Fox believes that he has found 
the explanation in the life and achieve- 
ments of Genghis Khan. Genghis, he ex- 
plains, was the title of Conqueror be- 
stowed upon him by the Chinese. His 
real name was Temujin, and he was son 
of the chief of a small and comparatively 
poor clan of nomads. It was not until 

fty years of almost incredible hardship 
that he entered upon his astounding 
career. By his time the original system 
of the nomad clans had been changed by 
selfish internecine strife, so utterly that 
something like a revolution was required. 
Genghis determined to make this revolu- 
tion, and attached to himself other chiefs, 
whom ‘he imbued with the same purpose. 
When he had done this he struck hard at 
all who opposed him, and the result was, 
in effect, a great conservative revolution, 
which put Mongol dynasties in power for 


many centuries over the greater part of 
Asia. 


Reactions in Europe 


These conquests had their reactions in 
the West. Above all, they influenced the 
commercial and industrial history of 
Europe, and made contacts which have 
lasted till our day and are likely to have 
revolutionary development in ths near 
future. This is the main note cf sn ex- 
tremely interesting volume, which is as 
readable as anything Mr. Fox has done.

W have praised Mr. Clark’s remark- 
able series of guide books more than 
once, and have reviewed the eight volumes 
which preceded the two now before us. 
It may be unfamiliarity of subject which 
causes us to find the latest two better than 
most of the former books—better by far 
than those on France, Switzerland or 
Belgium—but it may be, too, that un- 
familiarity has quickened the writer’s own 
powers, and has yielded much better books. 
At any rate, we recommend these two 
cordially. They are all the more welcome 
because Norway and Sweden are two of 
the few lands in which the £ sterling is at 
a premium. This is the year for a Norse 
cruise and a tour of Sweden. 

“ Nature Goes Gloriously Mad." says 
the title of Chapter I. on Norway, and Mr. 
Clark, who boasts that you may searth 
his travel books vainly fot ‘euperiatives, 
allows himself one at” last’ when he 
describes midsummer night in Norway in 
1934. The sun at evening lit up the Nor- 
wegian skies with a splendour not seen 
elsewhere. In the Swedish volume we read 
that 22 hours of daylight are enjoyel on 
a summer’s day in Stockholm. in Nor- 
way we are’ advised to bear books of Norse 
history with us as we sail the fjords; for 
Mr. Clark’s own vivid little sketches whet 
the appetite that he tells us how to satisfy. 
Norway is the land of the living saga. 
The pictures, by the way, give a vivid 
idea of the present-day harbours and sea- 
faring folk, as little removed from what 
they were in the heroic days. 

The accounts of the Swedish scene are 
well done, and we are glad to be warned 
in advance that tips in Sweden are on the 
normal scale of 20 per cent., and in the 
big towns 25 per cent.

Many British submarines were lost 
during the war as a result of action by 
British “‘Q” ships and destroyers, which 
took it too quickly for granted that they 
must be U-boats.

few years ago a distinguished English 
critic found it worthy of Turgeney or ae 
passant. In this new volume, “‘Bones of Con- 
tention,” there is perhaps more that will re- 
mind the reader of Maupassant than of Tur- 
genev, but there is much more of the Irish 
shanachre than of cither of these masters. At 
least half of the stories in the volume, which 
contains a dozen really masterly stories, 
would be most effective if told orally. 

Of these shanachie tales, “‘ Orpheus and his 
Lute’’ would keep an audience convulsed 
with laughter by its recital of the doings of 
the Irishtown Brass and Reed Band. The 
title-story, ‘‘ Bones of Contention,’’ would 
probably hage the same effect. Other 
stories which would be heightened in their 
effect by oral recital are ' Peasants, 
‘Tears, Idle Tears,” “The English 
Soldier,” and ‘‘ What’s Wrong ,With the 
Country.” It is not that all the authors 
artistry and literary craft are not to 
found in these stories—they are present in 
every line and sentence—but that to these 
qualities there is the additional quality of 
drama. Those who heard the author read 
his story, “ The Majesty of the Law, over 
the radio—and this story is included in the 
volume—will realise how dramatic Mr. 
O’Connor can be. Had he chosen either 
“Orpheus and His Late ” or “Bones of 
Contention,”’ or even “The Man that 
Stopped,”” his success as a radio shanachie 
might have been much more readily recog- 
nised. 

The longest story in the volume, “ Lofty,’’ 
is probably the least successful. It is not 
that one fails to become familiar with 
“Lofty” Flanagan in his triumphant pro- 
gress through the kingdom of the plumbers. 
but that his abject failure in the political 
realm does not seem quite in character. 
One who could so successfully dominate his 
fellow-workers would surely have been 
successful in obtaining at least a seat in 
an urban council. 

There are two stories, '“ Michael's Wife ”’ 
and “In the Train,” which will certainly be 
acclaimed as masterpieces, equal to the best 
short stories ever written by Russian or 
Frenchman or Englishman or American. - In 
both stories art and craft are so exquisitely 
blended that neither could well be separated, 
and no one-eould have written them but Mr. 
Frank O'Connor. There is, therefore, nothing 
to be gained by comparing his work with that 
of other masters of the short story: he is a 
master among masters himself. Nothing more 
worth the 7/6 it costs has been published 
for a long time than this wholly delightful 
hook.

HE 1936 edition of “ The Year Book 

of Education ”’ differs in policy from 

its predecessors. In the main, the pre- 
vious volumes have been largely concerned 
with surveying educational systems in 
different parts of the world, some being 
selected for more detailed study each year. 
As this work is now completed, we notice 
a change in the contents of the Year 
Book, begun in 1935, towards a study of 
educational problems, particularly those 
of an international character; the section 
in this edition dealing with the “C” 
child is an important example. The 
larger problems of post-war educational 
licy are extremely well treated by Dr. 

. Hans, while there is an admirable and 
stimulating section on educational philo- 
sophy by a number of very able contribu- 
tors. Other sections, including those 
dealing with juvenile employment and 
vocational guidance, juvenile delinquency, 
and methods of student selection in Ger- 
many help to make the 1936 Year Book 
equal, if not surpass, the high standard 
attained in the four previous volumes. 
The five Year Books form the most com- 
prehensive survey, so far undertaken, of

They 
have, they declare, made a careful 
examination of the statements made by 
the leading members of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, and consulted every issue of the 
Moscow News and the Moscow Daily Neves. 
These. no doubt. are rich in data, but 
the critic will reply that after all the 
newspapers referred to are published 
specially for the information of people 
whose acquaintance with the Russian 
langaage does not permit them to examine 
thoroughly the available material 


Constructive Criticism 


Be that as it may, it can be said that 
this book provides a useful survey. Within 
a brief compass it covers the entire field 
of the Soviet planning, and while appre- 
ciating the efforts of the planners, its 
approach is critical, and its usefulness as 
a suggestive guide is all the greater for 
that reason.

perennius, although he would not claim 
for his honest journalistic style that it has 
an intrinsic immortality. 

Collingwood was a Puritan in nature. 
He had no doubts in all that he did as to 
his rightness; and as for the French, in 
fighting whom he spent his life, they were 
a bad lot. He regretted almost that he 
had his daughters to learn French, and 
he warned them to have no further to do 
with the condemned nation. 

It must not be thought that the bluff, 
plain thinker was stupid. On the contrary, 
he was shrewd in his judgment of events, 
tactics and persons. His observations are 
worth attention at every stage. In the 
autumn of 1800 he was sent in the Barfleur 
to Berehaven, in the hope that the presence 
of the force would cool revolt. What he 
saw of the Irish race caused him to change 
dislike into respect. Irishmen, indeed, 
were turbulent, having “‘ a sort of Vulcanic 
composition that bursts into flame and 
violence of its own destruction.’’ He 
marked the hungriness of the land, caused 
by lack of a market that would encourage 
cultivation in the valleys; that was his 
estimate. 

In the first decade of the new century, 
although Wolfe Tone’s expeditions were a 
thing of the past, the French had their 
eyes still on Ireland. Collingwood’s papers 
in 1805 give warning of “ the invasion of 
Ireland as the real mark and butt of all 
their operations. Their flight to the West 
Indies was to take off the naval force, 
which proved the great impediment to their 
undertaking.’ Before Trafalgar he still 
believed that French invasion of Ireland 
was the blow chiefly to be warded. 

Collingwood died at sea, following a 
victorious action in the Gulf of Lyons and 
a short cruise in search of more fight. 
He left no descendants. As he lay dying 
of sickness and exhaustion he had no 
regrets. ‘‘ I have reviewed the actions of 
my past life,’ the dying admiral 
murmured, “ and I am happy to say that 
nothing gives me a moment's uneasi- 
mess. 


Aspects of Sport 


—— 


Silk and Spur. By C. R. Acton. Londont 
The Richards Press, Ltd. 10/6 net. 
Mh: ACTON lifts the veil on many 
aspects of sport, modern as well as 
of other days. His book may be described 
‘as a chatty and concise history of the 
Turf, with numerous digressions on owners, 
trainers, jockeys, prize-fighters and cock- 
fichting. In short, he has sketched the 
evolution of the modern Turf—with 
trimmings. In setting himself out to re- 
capture the whole atmosphere of bygone 
racing, and in comparing it with the 
racing of to-day, he delivers himself. of 
some pregnant statements. While he 
points out the enormous improvement in 
the standards of present-day racing and 
bloodstock, he suggests that this very 1m- 
provement has brought about a grave 
danger to the Turf itself. “ The danger,’ 
he writes, “lies chiefly in the breeding 
of bloodstock. Racehorses . . sprang 
originally from Eastern stock. The mares 
used were chiefly English, and it was from 
them we obtained the nucleus of the speed 
from which racers have been bred. From the 
Eastern sires was inherited constitution. 
By breeding we have got farther and 
farther away from the staying type of 
Eastern, and have worked up a type 
of horse that is unmatched for speed and 
quality—at the present—but shows signs 
that in the near future it may deteriorate 
hy the very reason of its scientific breeding 
becoming in-breeding for a mere shiort 
distance staying machine.” He advocates 
—without much hope of its adoption— 
‘tg yeduce considerably the number of 
two-year-old races on the Turf, and also 
to reduce the number of sprint races for 
three and four-vear-olds, and to assign 
the most valuable prizes to the long 
distance races. This would induce breeders 
to breed from stayers, and the best type 
of bloodstock would be saved from the 
deterioration that already threatens it.” 
As may be seen, he deals extensively with 
bloodstock breeding, and conveys to the 
layman a good idea of this mysterious 
science and its practical application to 
He does not neglect the 
humorous side of the Turf, and gives many 
stories redolent of the days when 
‘ Pitcher Pelicans’’ and “ Pink ’Uns” 
flourished among the groves of Newmarket. 
and the memory-haunted halls of “ The 
Romans.” i

The dons sent 
a trustworthy man to discover what 
was to do; and in the course 
of time the undergraduates gave their 
answer. They would dine with the dons 
on the following evening ; but, unless evi- 
dence was afforded at that meal that the 
chef had come to his senses—and had 
abandoned the illusion that he was feeding 
ipigs—the undergraduates never would 
appear in hall again, or at least until they 
could be sure that they would enjoy their 
dinner at a fair price.

and the Dean said that the whole thing 
must be an undergraduate joke, because 
he himself never had heard a single com- 
plaint against the food.

_ Major Burgoyne, who was a barrister of the Middle Temple, 
arrived in Addis Ababa at the beginning of November,-.and offered 
his services to the Emperor in any capacity. 


Owing to his cavalry experience the Emperor gave him com- 
mand of a train of a hundred Red Cross mules, and instructed him 
to proceed to Dessie, the general headquarters. Although 62 years 
old, Major Burgoyne made the whole journey of 300 miles, over 


terrible roads, on foot. 


Major Burgoyne was then put in charge of a dépét for ambu- 
lance, under the Austrian, Doctor Schuppler, assisted by the Irish 
ofhcers, Brophil and Hickey, which was stationed north of Waldia. 


WIFE HEARS NEWS ON GOLF 
COURSE 


On January 15th Major Burgoyne’s 
dépot was bombed outside Waldia by 
Italian ’planes. Major Burgoyne was not 
hurt, but his tent, instruments and stores 
were destroyed, although it is claimed that 
the Red Cross markings were clearly 
displayed. | 

In Waldia itself, on which incendiary 
and high explosive bombs were dropped, 
some fifty natives, including women and 
children, were killed or wounded. 

It is stated that when Captain Marius 
Brophil, an Irishman assisting the 
Ethiopian Red Cross, met Major Burgoyne 
marching northwards a month ago he had 
huge Red Cross banners on his caravan. 


LIVED IN KINGSTOWN 


Major Burgoyne, who was a native of 
Somerset, resided for a long period, follow- 
ing his retirement from the British Army 
Medical Service, in the Kingstown district. 
Comparatively recently he presented s 
coronet of the Westmeath family to the 
Museum in Ulster’s Office. The coronet 
was apparently sold off with other mis- 
cellaneous articles at one time, and it 
eventually found its way into a Dublin 
dealer’s shop. Major Burgoyne noticed 
it in a dealer’s window on the quayside, 
and he purchased it for £5 and presented 
it on loan to the Museum. 

The office of Cork Pursuivant is an 
honorary heraldic post, the duties of 
which are confined to such occasions as 
the accession of a King. 

Major Burgoyne was extremely well 
known in Dublin and district. He was 
an officer in the 4th Battalion Royal Irish 
Rifles (the old North Downs) between 1910 
and 1920. Prior to that he had served 
for 18 vears in the Middlesex Regiment 
and 3rd Dragoon Guards, with the latter 


of which he took part in the South African 
War. 


WITH R.I.R. DRAFT 


During his service in the Rifles he made 
many friends in Belfast and district. 
Early in the war he was sent to the front 
with a draft of the Rifles from Belfast. 
and served with the 2nd Battalion until 
he was severely wounded. He afterwards 
returned to the 4th Battalion at Carrick 
fergus to help in the training of reinforce- 
ments. While in that town he founded 
the Sunnylands Beagles, which are now 
owned and hunted by Mr. William 
Grainger. of Holywood, Co. Down. 

Major Burgoyne retired from the Special 
Reserve in 1920, but again visited Belfast 
in 1921 on the occasion of the opening of 
the Parliament of Northern Ireland by 
the King. As Cork Pursuivant of Arms, 
he was present with the Ulster King at 
Arms in the Royal retinue. 

In the following year he married the 
widow of Mr. Charles T. Waters, Admiralty 
Registrar for Ireland, who is now living 
near Norwich. ‘Mrs. Burgoyne, like her 
husband, is keen on hunting, and both 
have been masters of packs. 

Mrs. Burgoyne, the wife of Major Bur- 
goyne, was playing golf with her father at 
Henbury golf course, near Bristol, when 
the news came through. She had been 
staying for some weeks with her father, 
Mr. E. W. Harvey, at his home, Roxburgh, 
Clifton Down, Bristol. 


WIFE’S ANXIETY 


The news of her husband’s death was 
telephoned to the golf course, and Mrs. 
Burgoyne immediately returned with her 
father to his home. For some time now, 
‘+ is understood, Mrs. Burgoyne has been 
anxious about her husband's safety. 

She has heard little from him, but when 
the actual news of his death came through 
it was some time before she could accept

Italy is not expected to give either a 
plain “ Yes” or “ No” to the League 
appeal for the cessation of hostilities. The 
appeal will be discussed by the Cabinet, 
which meets at 10 o’clock to-morrow morn- 
ing, and will undoubtedly be referred to in 
the subsequent communiqué. 

It is not expected that the communiqué 
will give Italy’s reply. It will probably be 
couched in vague terms, and express Italy’s 
desire for peace, and her readiness at all 
times .to discuss peace, provided that her 
rights are taken fully into account. 

It is possible that Signor Mussolini may 
prefer to make a statement on the situa- 
tion at the opening session of the Chamber 
of Deputies on Monday.

It is felt that an 
attempt is being made to rob Italy of the 
fruits of her victory. 

Signor Mussolini might say that he is 
ready to talk peace with the Emperor's 
representatives when his army had reached 
a strategic position, and provided that the 
Emperor showed proof that he was pre- 
pared to accede to Italy’s minimum 
demands.

HE Brifish Government has acted 

swiftly, following the bombing of the 
Red Cross ambulance at Quoram, near 
Lake Ashangi, on Wednesday. It was 
learned last night that Sir Eric Drum- 
mond, British Ambassador in Rome, had 
been instructed to lodge a protest to the 
Italian Government to request an imme- 
diate investigation, and to insist that in- 
structions are sent to ensure that such 
incidents are avoided in future. 

While the reports of the Italian raid 
were being considered in London there 
came news of the death of the British 
officer, Major Gerald A. Burgoyne, who 
was in charge of the mule transport of the 
Abyssinian Red Cross unit. 

The appearance of an Italian reconnais- 
sance machine over Addis Ababa yesterday 
has aroused fears that the capital may be 
bombed. Certain leading foreign Lega- 
tions have already wired their Govern- 
ments asking for urgent representations 
to be made to Rome. 


MONSTROUS LIES 


Meanwhile, according to reports reach- 
ing Addis Ababa, the fiercest battle of the 
war is at present raging in the Tembien. 
Thousands of casualties are stated to have 
occurred on both sides. The Abyssinians 
state that their armies are intact and their 
morale unbroken, and that the Italian 
reports of victory are monstrous lies. 

Rome’s reply to the allegation that 
Italian airmen have violated the Red Cross 
convention is that the British ambulance 
unit must have been situated at practically 
the same spot at which munitions were 
being unloaded. Nothing is known there 
officially of the death of Major Burgoyne, 
but it is stated that, according to Italian 
information, he was not with the Red 
Cross unit, but with a supply column of 
the Abyssinian Army. 

The British and Swedish protests 
against alleged bombing of ambulances 
is expected to stiffen the Italian attitrele. 


ATTACKING ITALIANS 


An Abyssinian communiqué declares 
that the report that Ras Kassa was de- 
feated and killed is false, as is aiso the 
report that Ras Seyoum has surrendered. 
Ras Kassa and Ras Seyoum, it is stated, 
are actually attacking Italian positions, 
their armies having previously moved to 
a great distance from the front owing te 
the stench coming from the putrefaction of 
the numerous ain of Italian and 
Ethiopian soldiers. 

The communigué adds that not only are 
the armies of Ras Kassa and Ras 
Seyoum attacking the Italians, but Ras 
Mulugheta’s Army is also proceeding 
northward from the region of Waldia 
Adamvaaligi. 

““Phese are facts,” it is declared, 
“with which the Ethiopian Government 
replies to the monstrous Italian lies re- 
garding a supposed Italian victory on the 
northern front.’’ 

“ The open town of Debra Markos, the 
capital of Gojjam, has been bombarded 
by Italian flyers, who burnt and destroyed 
many houses and three churches, includ- 
ing the Cathedral of St. Mark, built Ly 
King Tekla Haimanot, the father of Ras 
Hailu, and containing the King’s tomb 
and that of Abuna (Bishop) Luke. 


“ CIVILISATION ” 


“The losses to civilians were par- 
ticularly high, since the Italians chose 
market day, when the town was full of 
countrymen, to bring it death and 
‘ civilisation.” The. open town of Ginir, 
in the province of Bale, also was bombed 
and burnt.”’ 

The fiercest battle of the war is at 
present raging in the Tembien, according 
to unofficial despatches reaching Addis 
Ababa. The Italians and Ethiopians are 
stated to be fighting desperately, with a 
total disregard for life. There are 
thousands of dead and wounded on both 
sides. 

The tide of battle is swinging first one 
way and then another, but the issue can- 
not be long delayed ; for it is not thought 
that either the Ethiopians or the Italians 
will be able to fight so intensively for long. 
The Negus and Marsha! Badoglio are 
throwing in their reserves, and their man 


power is believed to be equally distributed.

The British Air Force estimates show 
a gross estimate of £43,490,600 and a net 
estimate of £39,000,000, the latter total 
being an increase of £13,015,000 over the 
1935 total, including one supplementary 
estimate. 

Lord Swinton, in a statement, states 
that owing to special measures taken in 
connection with the Italo-Abyssinian 
dispute, the gross total voted for 1935 
has risen from its original figure of 
£23,851,100 to a revised total of

All Japan is anxiously asking that 

to-day.

They have forced their nominee, General 
Count Terauchi. to withdraw his ac- 
ceptance of the War Ministry.

RETIRED 


The army’s indignation is deepened by 
the fact that General Araki, former Minis- 
ter of War; General Abe and General 
Minami have been placed on the retired 
list. General Minami is Ambassador to 
Manchukuo and Commander-in-Chief of 
the Kwantung Army, the chief source of 
the army's “ forward policy. 

General Uyeno, who commanded the 
Japanese forces in the fighting at 
Shanghai in 1932, succeeds General 
Minami in both offices. 

The navy also is critical of Mr. 
Hirota’s Cabinet-making. 

A complete deadlock prevails. 

Mr. Hirota, Mr. Yoshida, Dr. Baba, 
Finance Minister-Designate; and Mr. 
Kawasaki and Mr. Ohara, respectively 
named for the Ministries of Home Affairs 
and Justice, conferred all night long at 
Mr, Hirota’s house. 


COMPROMISE? 


They are well aware that surrender to 
the army now might do most serious 
damage to Japan’s credit abroad; but it 
is difficult to forecast the outcome.

Important political events are expected 
in Berlin to-morrow. The Reichstag has 
been summoned to meet at noon to hear an 
important Government statement. The 
British, French, Italian and Belgian 
Ambassadors have been requested by the 
Government to call at the Foreiga Office 
at 11 a.m. to receive a statement about 
the Locarno Treaty, Reuter learns from 
diplomatic quarters. 

No official confirmation of this is avail- 
able. The summoning of the Reichstag 
came as a complete surprise to the German 
people, though rumours that something in 
the nature of a demonstration was brewing 
were current in political circles here to- 
day. 

Officialg of the Foreign Office and of 
the Propaganda Ministry denied any 
knowledge of the contents of the German 
Government's statement to be read to- 
morrow, though one spokesman of the 
Propaganda Ministry stated that it would 
most likely deal, among other things, with 
the Franco-Russian Pact. 

Some surprise was expressed that Hitler 
should not have waited until Mussolini 
had announced his decision, which might 
affect Locarno; but, as one of the officials 
of the Propaganda Ministry said, Hitler’s 
policy is not connected with that of Mus- 
solini, intimating that Hitler wished to 
make his announcement independently.

BRITAIN AND FRANCE

Britain has put our friendship to some 
rude tests, writes M, Pierre Bernus in a 
leading article in the Journal des Débats 
this evening, commenting on London Press 
reports of the view expressed at yester- 
day’s meeting of the British Cabinet in 
connection with the French query about 
British support in the event of German 
aggression. 

In the course of some rather acid 
criticism M. Bernus refers particularly 
to the suggestion that to promise France 
support on the Rhine frontier in the event 
of a German attack might lead to a 
German repudiation of Locarno. He says 
the British policy seems to us unjusti- 
fiable, or at least incomprehensible, par 
ticularly, it is added, in view of the 
French offer last autumn of support in 
the Mediterranean in the event of an 
Italian attack on the British Fleet.

BRIGHTER RAILWAY 
OUTLOOK 


The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article: —The yearly inquest on the state 
of the railways was completed yesterday 
afternoon, when the last of the great rail 
way companies held its annual meeting. 
The restrained optimism with which the 
chairmen of the companies have addressed 
their respective shareholders is amply 
justified by the recent trend of railway) 
earnings. Compared with those of a yea 
ago, the aggregate earnings of the home 
railways during the first nine weeks of the 
new year show a gain of £685,000. In 
itself this is hardly a spectacular improve 
ment, for it represents an increase of 
barely 3 per cent. in the total earnings ; 
but what is really auspicious is that more 
than seven-eighths of the increased earn- 
ings have come from freight trafie. It 
was the loss of.freight, rather than of 
passenger, traffic which caused the fall of 
the railways from their -former high 
estate, and it is primarily to increased 
freight earnings that they must now look 
for their reinstatement. 

The truth is that the rapid progress of 
mechanical road transport has entirely 
changed the position of the railways in the 
economic life of the country. sy its 
stimulation of the travelling habit, and 
its provision of new facilities which the 
railways, as such, cannot afford, road 
transport may be said to have created in 
large part its own traffic. At the same 
time it has taken from the railways a good 
deal of traffic which they formerly carried. 
No one will deny that the railways have 
In recent years made valiant and, to a 
large extent, successful efforts to adjust 
themselves to their new circumstances. 

The prospects for the railways this year, 
concludes The Times, have been clearly 
brightened by the re-armament programme. 
for the goods required are of the heavy 
type and, therefore, more suitable for 
transport by railway than bvw road. 
Perhaps, these considerations were not 
absent from the minds of some chairmen 
of the railways this year in indicating 
that there was a hope of better times at 
last for the long-suffering holders of the 
junior railway securities, though Mr. 
Whitelaw at yesterday’s meeting of the 
London and North-Eastern appeared to be 
rather more conscious of the effect of 
dearer coal and other problems confront- 
ing the railways than of the encouraging 
features of the outlook.

They 
had more in England than in this country, 
cases being submitted to arbitration outside 
the Courts, because the Courts were not ful- 
filling their functions by giving quick de- 
cisions.

ROTECTION of the crew Írom the air 
P pressure at the high speeds that are 
now demanded of all kinds of military 
aeroplanes has led to the adoption of various 
methods of enclosing cockpits. Even single- 
seat. fighters are provided nowadays with 
enclosed compartments for the occupant, 
and, in the bigger machines, enclosed gun 
turrets are. installed. These turrets - are 
usually rotatable and are designed to relieve 
the gunner of the immense effort of turning 
the gun against the air! stream. The first 
turret. of this kind to be adopted by the 
Royal Air Force was that fitted im the nose 


of the fuselage on the Boulton-Paul Over- 


strand medium bomber. 

Two of the aeroplanes which were shown at 
the S8.B.A.C, display last summer were 
equipped with the Armstrong Whitworth 
cupola-shaped turret, They were the Avro 
Anson general reconnaissance monoplane, now 
being built in large numbers, which ‘has the 
turret amidships at the top of the fuselage, 
and the big Armstrong Whitworth 
A.W.XXII1, bombertransport monopiane, 
which is fitted with one turret of this type 
in the nose and the other in the extreme tail 
of the aeroplane. 

The A.W. gun turret was designed to 
provide a mounting for a free gun on high 
speed aeropianes. Its particular quality is 
that, as demonstrated on the two machines 
mentioned above, it can be fitted in nose, tail 
and fuselage gun stations. It is entirely en- 
closed in a transparent cover, which com- 
pletely protects the gunner, and enables the 
gun to be trained with very little physical 
effort,
